Frederick went to the International

A committee of members of this 
church has begun an investigation of 
the Nicholls- Ritter bankruptcy. They 
visited representatives of the creditors 
Thursday and asked that they be kept 
in touch with developments as to the 
financial condition of the company. 

Mrs. Helen N. Lilleman, formerly of 
St. Louis, is on her way here from San 
Diego, Cal, to file a claim of $1600 
against the bankrupt company. Ac- 
cording to her son, Gustav H. Lilleman 
of 3701 Gravois avenue, Mrs. Lilleman 
holds two of the company’s unsecured 
notes for $800 each. 

In the list of assets furnished to Ref- 
eree Coles by the Nicholls-Ritter Co., 
Mrs, Lilleman fs listed as owing the 
company $110 and there is no entry to 
show the company owes her anything. 


WOMAN SAYS U. R 
FALSIFIED Polos 
INCASE, WINS THe 


She Gets $5000 Damage Ver- 
dict After Alleging Pictures 
of Her Were Reversed. 


Mrs. Josephine Ganahl. living on Page 
avenue, St. Louis County, obtained a 
verdict for $5000 from a jury in the Clay- 
ton Circuit Court Thursday against the 
United Railways Co. after she had de- 
clared that photographs offered in evi- 
dence by the company had been reversed 
so as to show her holding her left arm 
above her head, instead of her right. 

Mrs. Ganahl was injured when allght- 
ing from a car at Creve Coeur Lake, 
Sept. 13, 1913. Her collar bone and 
shoulder blade were broken, one rib was 
broken and two were split, and her right 
leg was lacerated. She sued for §$10,- 
000. She got a verdict for $6000 Dec. 9, 
1913, but a new trial was granted on ac- 
count of errors in instructions. 

At the second trial Mrs. Ganahl tes- 
tified that she could not raise her left 
arm above her shoulder. The United 
Railways Co. introduced a number of 
photographs showing her holding chick- 
ens on a pole with her left arm raised 
to its full height. 

The photographs were a surprise to 
the plaintiff and her attorney, Ran- 
dolph Laughlin. They had been obtained, 
it developed, by a claim agent who 
called on Mrs. Ganahl, accompanied by 
a photographer, and represented him- 
self as a chicken fancier and asked her 
to pose for pictures holding some of her 
chickens. 

Mrs. Ganahl testified in rebuttal that 
the men praised her chickens and her 
garden and asked permissjeg to take 
some pictures. She declared that the 
photographs taken of her showing her 
standing beside a pole holding the feet 
of a rooster on a perch with her right 
hand and holding its head up with her 
left hand had been reversed in the pho- 
tographing development. She had stood 
on the opposite side of the pole, she 
said, and had held the fow!l’s feet with 
her left hand and its head with her 
right. 

The photograph showed a large band 
ring on what appeared to be her left 
hand. Mrs. Ganahl exhibited the ring 
to the jury on her right hand and said 
she invariably bad worn it on that hand 
for years. 

Attorney Gardner, for the United Rall- 
ways Co., said the purpose of the pho- 
tographs was not so much to show that 
Mrs. Ganahl could raise her left arm 
above -her shoulder, but to show that 
she had good use of both arms. Gard- 

ner afterward denied to a Post-Dispatch

TRAVELS IN THREE STATES 


Police Consider Giving Case of 
Pair,, Each Having Family, 
to Federal Authorities. 


Two mysterious disappearances 
which have puzsled North St. Louis, 
were explained when James Busby, 
52 years old, superintendent of the 
St Louis Yacht Club, and Mrs. Julia 
Nagel, 36, of 1113 North Broadway, 
were arrested in a rooming house at 
1216 North Market street, Thursday 
evening. They were found through 
detective work done by their sons, 
James Busby, 24 years old, and Rob- 


ert Nagel, 19, with the aid of police- 
men. Mra. Nagel is the wife of Emil 
Nagel, and Busby’s wife and children 
live at 806 Chambers street. 

The two were held Friday, Busby 
in the Central District police hold- 
over, and Mrs. Nagel in the matron’s 
room. They admitted they had been 
together much of the time since Mrs. 
Nagel disappeared from her home, 
April 13, and had traveled together 
since Busby left his home May 6, tak- 
ing $1200 with him. 

Traveled in Three States, 

Because their travels took them to 
places in Illinois, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota, the police are considering turning 
the case over to the Federal authorities 
for prosecution under the Mann act. 

Busby’s wife toid the police she was 
willing to forgive him, but no word came 
from Nagel, and Mrs. Nagel said su. 
was afraid to face him, and still more 
arraid of what might happen when he 
should meet Busby. The two men werd 
formerly good friends. 

Trunk Clew te Missihg Man. 
When Mrs. Nagel left home she left 
a note saying she was tired, of living 
and intimating that she had gone away 
te end her life, 

Nagel heard reports that Busby had 
been calling at his home in his absenca, 
but when he questioned Busby the lat- 
ter protested against the suspicion that 
he knew anything of the wife’s depar- 
ture. 

Nagel’s suspicions were renewed dy 
Busby’s departure, which was reported 
by Mrs. Busby three weeks later. He 
made inquiries about Busby, but could 
find no trace of him until Thursday. 
when he learned that Busby’s trunk, 
which had been taken from the yacht 
clubhouse, at the foot of North Market 
street, had been returned there. 


Nagel told his son, who, with Bus- 
started out to trace the 
trunk. They carried photographs of 
the missing man and woman. They 
were told by an express driver that 
the trunk was sent from 1213 North 
Market street, but when they went 
there, the woman in charge denied 
that Busby or Mrs. Nagel had been 
there. They revisited the express 
man, and learned that the number 
was 1215. They went there, arid the 
same woman, who conducts. both 
houses, appeared, and finally admit- 
ted that the two were in the nouse.

But it was not until Septem 
ber, 1912, that he became a registered 
voter on his first naturalization papers, 
issued Oct. 21, 1910. Despite his # years’ 
regidence in St. Louis he will not become 
a full-fledged citizen of the United 
States until Oct. 21, 1915. He took out 
his naturalization papers to vote against 
prohibition in 1910, but as they were not 
issued until after the registration he 
lost his vote. 

Leans Towards Socialism. 

He is the organizer of the recently 
created “Tax Payers’ Protective Federa- 
tion.” He says he is neither a Demo- 
crat, Republican nor Socialist, but his 
tendencies are strongly toward Socialis- 
tic ideas. 

The reporter asked Kolkschneider for 
a statement of his reasons for opposing 
the proposed new city charter.

adopted,“ Kolkschneider said. ry 
“Why? the reporter asked. . 
There are 2200 lawyers in St. Louis, 

and I saw by the papers that 188 ner 


public. The fool reformers and the Civic 
League are always up to something.

What has your objection to lawyers { 
and the Civic League to do with the 
proposed new city charter?”

We don’t want to be 
taxed out of existence and terrorized 
by the city government.” 

“But have you considered, Mr. 
Kolkschneider, that the new charter, 
by providing for efficiency in the 
city government, an equitable method 
for the distribution of the benefits 
of special improvements, and for the 
complete utilization of the services 
of city employes, probably would re- 
duce the cost of the municipa] gov- 
ernment to such an extent that taxes 
could be reduced?’ 

“I'm told the new charter will in- 
crease taxes $3,000,000 a year. St. 
Louis’ tax rate is already higher than 
that of any other big city. And here 
they have just raised it to $2.35.” 

“City Needs No More Parks.” 

“St. Louls already has more parks 
than any other city,” he continued. 
“It doesn’t need any more parks. It 
looks to me like this new charter 
would make it possible for special 
taxes to be levied for planting trees, 
for buying boulevards, as well as for 
new parks.” 

Kolk schneider mentioned several 
instances in which property owners 
have been assessed in speetal tax bills 
for more than their property was 
worth.

Mr. Curtiss 
and I concluded that one cause for the 
tail of the boat sticking to the water 
was the thrust of air currents from the 
two propellers turning inward and driv- 
ing down on the elevating planes. There 
Was not much date to go by, but it was 
suggested that the air current from 
the out-turning propellers would lift up 
on the tail. 

The theory proved to be correct. As 
soon as the America got up to planing 
epeei, we could feel the difference both 
in the ease with which she came off the 
water, and quickness of her response 
to the controls. She balanced perfectly, 
there was none of the dragging down on 
the tail which was noted when the pro- 
pellers were turning inward. The 
America. planed the surface perfectly 
at a speed of 30 miles an hour, which 
is remarkable. 

Not Like Dwarfed Fins. 

The workmen will be on the job all 
day completing the new hydroplaning 
surfaces, which were designed yester- 
day. They are radically different from 
the dwarfed fins tried out Wednesday. 
They will extend about four feet along 
either side of the hull below the water 
line. They are V-shaped and will ex- 
tend about eighteen inches from the 
side. This, we believe, will give the 
needed lifting surface to clear the 
America from the water with her full 
load. 

We stayed up only 15 minutes and did 
not attempt to fly higher than twenty 
or thirty feet. 

At the urging of Rodman Wanamak- 
er’s representative, William D. Cash, I 
assented in the definite deciston not to 
ship the America from New York until 
July 11. This will land her in New- 
foundiand July 16 I hope she can be 
assembled in three days.

flights here. But it will not be my pol- 
icy to rack the machine with more 
testing than may be necessary to prove 
that she will do what the transatlantic 
flight is expected to demand of it. 

Once I am satisfied that the America 
is mechanically right, then N wish to 
pack her up and be oft. I plan to sail 
myself from New York on July 38. in 
time to make preparations at St. Johns 
before the America arrives. 

Change Mid-Atlantic Station. 

I received teday from John Lancing 

Callan, our outpost in the Azores, d re- 
port and recommendations which will 
cause a slight change in the original 
plan for the mid-Atlantic stop of the 
America. 
As heretofore announced, we intend to 
make the Island of Fayal the one stop- 
ping place in the Western Islands, or 
Azores. Callan reports, after canvassini 
the islands, that from an aviator's point 
of view the best landing is at Ponta 
Delgada, the principal harbor of the 
Island of San Miguel and the largest 
town of the Azores. 

Callan sent a detailed map, supple- 
mented with all the information that 
could be placed at our disposal by A. 
T. Hasberle, the American Consul at 
Ponta Delgada. Callan said that this 
official took the most enthusiastic in- 
terest in the transatlantic flight and lent 
every assistance in arranging for the 
gas and repair stations., 

As a result of Callan’s investigations 
we have decided upon three coaling“ 
stations for the America in the Azores 
group. Callan is sending 100 gallons of 
petrol and 10 gallons of oil fo the vil- 
lage of Santa Cruz, in the Island of 
Flores. 

Emergency Supplies at Flores. 

You will recall that we have asked 
ship captains to signal us our bearings 
in relation to the direct track between 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, and Flores. 
This is because Flores is the northwest- 
ernmost of the Azores and in almost di- 
rect line between St. Johns and the 
Island of Fayal. With Flores sighted, 
we shall have no difficulty in laying 
our course to Fayal. 

The supplies at Flores are only for 
emergency. I do not anticipate run- 


miles from St. Johns to the Harbor of 
Horta, on Fayal, but if anytäing should 
happen it will be well to know that at 
Flores, about 180 miles nearer than Fay- 
al, we can find shelter and supplies. We 
shall, therefore, push on to Fayal with- 
out stopping, if everything is running 
smoothly when we sight Flores. 

Another reason for not alighting at 
Flores, besides its insufficiently pro- 
tected harbor, is the danger of hostility 
from the natives. There are very few 
English-speaking people on this sparsely 
inhabited island. Apparently for the 
same reason that a boy throws a stone 
at a bird, the native who never has 
geen nor heard of an aeroplane, seems 
instinctively to turn his blunderbuss 
against the man in the sky. 


Main Depot at Ponta Delgada. 
This has been the experience of many 


an aviator in countries supposed to be 
far more civilized than the Island of 
Flores. Rodman’ Wanamaker’s repre- 
sentatives have taken the precaution of 
cabling for protection and assistance of 
the Portuguese Government in all of the 
Azores and news of our coming will be 
disseminated as widely as possible 
throughout the island. Nevertheless, we 
should prefer to make our landings in 
the larger harbor. 

At Fayal we shall have another hun- 
dred gallons of petrol and 10 gallons of 
oll, which will be more than enough to 
carry us te the main depot at Ponta 
Delgada. There Callan will await us 
with 400 gallons’ of gasoline, a cask of 
oll, tools, spareharts, a miniature ma- 
chine shop aboard his tug—and biessed 
it doubtless will seem to Hallett and 
myself at that time—a place where we

I, beg ot them, 
in advance, therefore, to speed us only 
with thei: good wishes. 

Nothing further has been done toward 


securing a patrol for the course to the 


Azores beyond the request last week to 
ship captains to display signals while 
Passing within ninety miles on either 
side of the Newfoundland-Azores track. 
The details of the signal system will be 
furnished to all steamship companies 
a fortnight or so in advancé of our 
departure from St. Johns. They will 
also be given out to all of the press and 
may be obtained immediately from the 
representatives of Mr. Wanamaker in 
New York or London. 

I would add here that my assistant 
pilot, George Hallett, and I, would ap- 
preciate the assistance of any ships 
that may be in the neighborhood of the 
Azores at the time of our attempt, and 
especially near Flores, for the landing 
on that island will be well nigh impos- 
sible except in favorable weather. We 
should be glad to be acquainted in ad- 
vance with the plans of any private 
owners who may be cruising in those 
waters and who would care to help us.

WHY HE BORROWED 
OF LORIMER BANK 


Former Democratic Senator 
Who Voted to Exonerate IIli- 
noisan, Makes Statement.

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 2%.—Former 
United States Senator Paynter of Ken- 
tucky has issued a statment explaining 
how his notes aggregating $40,000 found 
their way into the La Salle Street Bank 
of Chicago, controlled by William Lori- 
mer and C. B. Munday, and which item, 
it was reported was being investigated 
by Federal authorities in connection 
with their inquiry into that institution. 
Paynter, as Senator, was a member of 
the first senatorial committee that iu 
vestigated Lorimer’s election to the Ser- 
ate and he voted in favor of Lorimer’s 
retaining his seat. 

“After my connection with the Lori- 
mer committee had ceased, said Payn- 
ter, I needed $40,000 to complete a bust 
ness transaction. I supposed I would 
need the money for only a few days. C. 
B. Munday told me he could take my 
four notes for $10,000 each and use them 
in Illinois banks—banks in which Lori- 
mer had no interest. 

“Lorimer knew nothing whatever 
about this transaction. My deal was 
postponed and I*was unable to take 
care of the demand notes and it seems 
that Mr. Munday took care of them 
through the La Salle Street Bank. How- 
ever, every dollar of the notes has been 
paid excepting $2,676.45, which will be 
paid on demand.”’

TREATY PLAN FAILS (LINEMAN'S BODY 


AND JAPAN RENEWS 
LAND LAW DISPUTE 


Full Correspondence Reveals In- 


sistent Demands for Relief 
From California Act. 


“WASHINGTON, June 26.—Japan Again 
is demanding in emphatic and uncom- 
promising terms relief for her subjects 
from what are called “invidiously dis- 
criminatory” effects of the California 
anti-alien land ownership law. This was 
revealed today in connection with the 
simultaneous publication in Washington 


und Tokio of diplomatic correspondence 
between the United States and Japa- 
nese Governments extending over a pe- 
riod of more than a year. 

The last Japanese communication, 
dated June 10 last, reopening the nego- 
tiations and asking ‘for an answer to 
the note handed Secretary Bryan, Aug. 
26, 1913, by Viscount Chinda, the Am- 
bagsador here, and the American reply 
sent by Bryan two days ago, were not 
made public. The reply did not reach 
Tokio in time for publication there with 
the rest of the correspondence, so it 
was agreed that it should be given out 
later. : 

The note of Aug. 26 concluded: 

“The Imperial Government claims for 
them (its subjects), fair and equal 
treatment, and are unable either ‘to 
acquiesce in the unjust and obnoxious 
discrimination complained of or to re- 
gard the question as closed so long as 
the existing state of things is permitted 
to continue.” 

It is now disclosed that a new treaty 
was discussed asa possible way around 
the difficulties presented by the prob- 
lem, but that the Japanese Govern. 
ment, deciding that an attempt to ne- 
gotiate a new convention would tend 
only to create new trouble, proposed to 
renew the negotiations where they left 
off last August and, virtually, to begin 
all over again. 

In diplomatic circles here suggestions 
were heard that the way was being 
paved for submission of the matter to 
Hague for arbitration in spite of 
contention that the division of 
power in the United States between the 
Federal and State Governments makes 
such a step impossible. 

Magy interesting phases of the contro- 
versy, hitherto unknown to the public. 
were revealed in the published corres- 
pendence. What attracted most atten- 
tion in official circles, however, was the 
vigorous and insistent tone of the Jap- 
anese communications.

Eighteen iron workers convicted in the 
“dynamite conspiracy” cases, who re- 
turned here late last aight to begin 
serving their sentences, were put 
through the routine process of dress - 
ing in” at the United States peniten- 
titry today. 
When the men came from the ward 
where they spent the nisht. having ar- 
rived too iate to be asstgned to cells. 
dach was given a bath, 2 shave, a new 
suit of prison clothes and new prison 
shoes, and their prison hfe which be- 
gan New Year’s day a year ago, but 
was interrupted by their release on 
bond, started anew. 
A great many of the details of in- 
stalling new arrivals-at he prison were 
dispensed with this morning.

PRESIDENT’ STAND 
ON TRUST PROGR 
WINS HIM SUPPORT 


Attitude to Rally Democrats to 
Plan to Dispose of Pending 
Legislation. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 2%—President 
Wilson’s emphatic declaration of ths; 
administration's intention to go straight 
ahead with its antiztrust program and 
place those measufes on the statute 
books of the country with the predic- 
tion of unparalleled prosperity to fol- 
low, attracted widespread attention here 
teday. In congressional circles espe- 
clally the President’s utterances were 
read with keen interest and occasioned 
general comment. 


While the President's speech was ad- 
dressed to members of the Virginia 
Press Association, it was meant for the 
entire nation. It was regarded as per- 
haps the most important message the 
Fresident has given to the business 


world and as his final answer to those} 


who oppose the enactment of the anti- 
trust program at the present session of 
Congress. 

The Presiaent reviewed the efforts of 
the administration to carry out other 
than anti-trust features of its program— 
the tariff and the currency law—which 
he said was attended by fear of busi- 
ness disturbance. When, however, those 
measures finally became law the feel- 
ing of uncertainty was relieved. 


The same situation existed, the Pres- 
ident told the editors, however, that 
lation was proposed and urgent pleas 
were made to postpone it. The Pres- 
ident told the editors, however, that 
the trust program would not be post- 
poned because, he said, “We are the 
friends of business.“ He assured them 
that he woul’ not dare to stop the pro- 
gram. To do so, he said, would result, 
in another long period of agitation 
which would be fatal to business. 


Assurances were given by the Pres- 
ident that when Congress passes the 
anti-trust legislation the country would 
witness the greatest business boom in 
its history. Those who heard the Presi- 
dent commended him for his fearless- 
ness and determination to carry out 
the program. 

In Congress the belief was expressed 
that the President’s announced attitude 
would have the effect of rallying Dem- 
ocrats to the plan to dispose of the 
trust program.

Article II., Sec. 26 (Second): Provided, That 
no system of police shall be estaplished or main- 
tained, other than the present metropolitan sys- 
tem, as long as the same is established by law.

He will have a 
great many duties whereby he will come in direct contact with all the people, and it will at ail 
times be easy to dacertain just who is to blame for anything that goes wrong in the police divi- 
sion, in the excise division, fire division,:division of weights and measures and of building and in- 
spection. And it must not be overlooked that with a view to safeguarding the police division and 
the excise division it is provided that the Governor of the State of Missouri may remove the 
Police Commissioner and the Excise Commissioner.

COMMENTS ON THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE XII. 


It will be observed that under the old charter no police system other than the present one 
shall be maintained, There is no provision for conducting a police department by the city. 
has been repeatedly said that in order to conduct its own police department an amendment to 
the charter would be necessary. Under the proposed new charter the contingency of St. Louis 
If the pending “home rule” laws should be adopted 
at the November election, under the new charter St. Louis would be prepared to take over and 
govern its police force. Under the old charter it would be a doubtful matter. 

There is no provision whatever in the old charter under which the city might control and 
conduct ‘its own excise department. In case of the adoption of the home rule bill, now pending, 
at the November election, there would be a question as to the subject matter. Under the new 
charter the city could take charge of the Excise Commissioner’s office and conduct it as a di-

Under the Department of Public Safty is included the fire and fire prevention division. The 
powers given to the Fire Chief are in advance of those in the old charter, especially in regard to 
the investigation of the cause, origin and circumstances of fires and in the prevention of arson. 
These provisions are too long to be included here. A reading of Seotion 26 of the old charter 
covering buildings will reveal the fact that it is incomplete and unatisfactory. The old charter 
provision seems to be interested in wooden buildings and they are more or less out of date. It 
will be noted by Section 5 that the Fire Department is required “to inspect all buildings in the 
course of construction,” but by ordinance this duty was transferred to the Building Commis- 
sioner, and it will be noted that the provision is merely for the inspection of buildings in the course 
' of construction, and therefore seeming does not apply to old buildings or to old buildings
